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“Mr. A. C. Bidwell, a retired Subscriber, who incurred a penalty on marriage under the above 
ule, appeals against the charge of Interest, or at all events against a highé! rate than 5 per cent., and 
leo against ats being levied from an oarler date than that of his receiving the ‘Fond intimation of the 
Bmount of penalty due, vit. 26th June 1460. Mr. Bidwell was one of those who signed the protest 
against the rule, the result of which he did not learn till October last, when he immediatly paid up the 
nalty. The Managers informed Mr. Bidwell that the charge of Interest was the same as that applied 
the General Meeting of Subscribers in July 1860 to the ermilar casa of the late Mr. J. Torrens, in 
accordance with the general provisions of the Rules by which Interest is charged on all arrears due to 
the Fund; that the Managers doubted whether the fact of hie not having paid the amount as saon as 
he did hear what it was should not be held to bar hia claim that the charge of Interest should not 
commence until the 26th June. They also pointed ont to Mr. Bidwell that some interest is clearly 
due to the Fund fromthe date of marriage, as from that date the risk to the Fund commences, The 
Managers added that, as they purposed to rubmit'a epecific rule to rezulate the amount of Interest in 
wuch cases, they would recommend that those of Mesers. Bidwell and Torrens should be dealt with im 
aovordance with the spirit of the Rule that might be passed at the Meeting.” 

2“ There is a third case in which interest has been levied at tho usual rate of 8 per cont., and which, 
the Managors cousider, should be dealt with in accordance with the Rule that may be ultimately 
adopted. Mr. H. D. Robertson reported on the 14th December 1859 his marriago in the Colony of 
Victoria, He was at once informed, vz., on February 15th, 1800, of the amount of the fine, and the 
letter muat have reached him about the end of Merch. As the fine was not paid Mr. Robertson was 
reminded of it on the 18th December 1860. In reply ho stated that he had been under the impression 
that the amount had been deducted from his allowances long ago, but as that was not the case, he 
asked for particulars of the calculation showing how that amount was due. These particulars having 
been furnished, Mr. Robertson paid the fine on the 2nd February 1861. 

“Tf the addition to the Rule proposed by the Managers is approved, the amount of Interest to be 
charged in the three cases abcve-mentioned will be 8 per cent., unless it is considered in the aase of 
Messrs. Bidwell and Torrens that they were justified in postponing payment until they could hear the 
result of their protest against the adoption of the rule as originally passed. But as this ground was 
urged at the General Meeting held in July 1860, in favor of the exemption of payment of Interest in 
the case of Mr. Torrens, and rejected by the Mceting, the Managers do not suppose that it will be 

ted now, while they are alto of opinion that it ia only fair that, as Mesers Bidwell and Torrens chose, 
notwithstanding the warning they received of their interests in the Fund being wader suspension until 
peyment should be mude, to take their chance as to the result of their protest, they should be charged 
at the additional rate of Interest. 

“Mr. D. J. Money, who retired onan annnity on Ist May 1859, hes incurred the penalty 
specified in Article 38 of the Rules by havmg neglected for more than a year to pay the 
necessary subscriptions ; but it having appeared that the non-payment was through ‘inadvertence, and 
chiefly owing to the neglyence of his Agonte in Calentta, the Managers have, upon the arrears, with 
Tntertst at eisht per ocnt. having been paid up, restored Mr. Money to the {ull nghts of a Subscriber, 
‘subject to the vonfirmation of this Mocting. 

“ Mr. II. S. Ravenshaw, a retired Subscriber, had applied for a refund of a sum of Rs, 82-1-6 
paid by his Agents to his credit in the Fund Accounts, owing to 2 misapprehension that he (Mr. Ra- 
venshaw) wished to retain his interest in the Fund, whereas this was not Mr. Ravenshaw’s intention 
1f the refund is allowed, Mr. Ravenshaw is willing to forego all his interest in the Fund under any 
circumstances As the arranyement will be even more to the advantage of the Fund than that which 
‘was approved of at the last General Meeting in the case of Mr. Chester, the Managers beg to recom:
